to somewhere on the other side of the 
river called Royal Victoria Docks. Heard 
of it? It's a place that seems to have a few fast food 
trucks and not much else, but then again I am a bit 
biased - we all know south London is where it's at. 

There's loads of ways of doing this adventure. 
You can get to the terminal on a clipper boat from 
central London, by tube or light railway, or you can 
even drive and park quite easily.

I haven't been yet, but it's 
on my list of new and exciting things to do locally 
- a list that just seems to be getting longer. 

Listen, I don't know whether I should say this 
out loud in case I jinx it, but (I'll whisper it)... do 
you get the feeling that we may have turned a 
corner and that finally the recession is behind us?

BEE IT 

Shannon Denny quizzes Tilly 
Walnes, queen of The Great 
British Sewing Bee, on Brixton, 
Brockwell Park and her book 




E ven in Brixton Village Market 
- where everyone looks 
cool and individual and 
interesting - Tilly Walnes 
stands out. She's in a navy, 
red and white palette in the form of a 
jaunty striped jersey dress, a cardigan 
and wool coat. As someone who honed 
her personal style during a year in Paris, 
she's got the French New Wave look 
nailed. Put it this way - a charismatic 
poodle (maybe a white one on a red 
leather lead) wouldn't seem out of place. 

As it happens, this style blogger and 
veteran of The Great British Sewing Bee 
is too busy juggling needles, thread, 
cameras and computers to have any 
fingers free for holding onto a dog. 

And recently her load has grown even 
further, with the release of her debut 
book Love at First Stitch. 

This beginners' guide starts with the 
most basic of the basics - how to thread 
a needle, how to cut fabric - and takes 
the reader step by step through bigger 
challenges. There are seven projects that 
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build in complexity, ranging from the 
Brigitte Scarf to the Lilou Dress. But 
unlike so many other sewing books, 
Tilly's emphasis is on 'creating clothes 
that you'd actually love to wear' - as 
opposed to frumpy aprons, simplistic 
cushion covers and the like. 

This approach is very much driven by 
her own journey from clothes-loving 
novice to accomplished threadsmith. 
'When I was a child I was really creative 
- drawing, painting, making little 
magazines, designing little fashion 
collections,' she says. 'But when I was 
16 I was pushed toward more academic 
subjects that would help me get a job, 
so I completely suppressed that side of 
myself - until four and a half years ago 
when it just burst forth!' 

Emphasising the point by flexing 
her fingers, she explains that she was 
working in a desk job in the film 
industry when she had a sudden 
yearning to do something with her 
hands. 'At the time I didn't really care 
what I did - I thought I was going to 
start doing ceramics or something. But 


Believing that she could improve on 
the existing offering, she launched a 
blog - Tilly and the Buttons - in 2010 
with the aim of sharing her learning 
with other fledgling clothes makers. 
Things took off, and it was in part due 
to her growing presence in the 
blogosphere that she landed a place 
on The Great British Sewing Bee. 

With the book now published and 
on the shelves, today she's hard at work 
on her line of sewing patterns. These 
borrow from the book's formula for 
simple directions combined with super 
wearable results. 'The instructions are 
very different - they translate all the 
j argon, are written in plain English and 
take the head scratching out of sewing,' 
she explains. 'And quite crucially, they 
show you every step in pictures so 
you're not trying to guess.' 

This growing portfolio means that 
she's recently been able to leave the day 
job behind to sew, write and teach full¬ 
time. She's commandeered a spare 
bedroom of her Brixton flat where she's 
set up an adjustable-height work surface

I was at the cinema to see the Jane 
Campion film Bright Star,' she says. 

'The opening shot is a needle going 
through some fabric. And I just thought, 
"Ooh! Maybe I could just try sewing!"' 

She signed up for a short course and 
supplemented this with a keen reliance on 
books. Meanwhile, having spent nearly a 
decade of her career designing learning 
programmes, she quickly saw that 
educational materials for sewing were 
sorely lacking. 'I realised that traditional 
sewing resources were so outdated, 
written in this jargon. They're full of 
conventions that people who are learning 
to sew now just don't understand.' 


and two Ikea Expedit bookcases 
crammed full of fabrics organised by 
colour. Anytime she needs a break, she 
heads out the door. 'I live really near 
Brockwell Park. It's absolutely beautiful, 
the best park in London. It lifts my 
spirits every time I go there. I also love 
the Ritzy, Franco Manco - the best pizza 
I've ever eaten - Lido Cafe and Brixton 
Food Centre, a wonderland of really 
lovely fruit and veg and about 20 
different types of chickpeas.' 

Notably absent from her list of local 
faves are any clothing stores - and that's 
because she rarely wears anything she 
hasn't designed and sewn herself. 'As a 
society we've just forgotten 
how to make things; we rely on 
the shops and factories,' she 
observes. 'I just really hope to 
inspire people to make stuff 
themselves and not have to rely 
on experts to make it for them. 
Actually we can take back that 
power, that feeling of agency in 
the world.' And if we can look 
as stylish as Tilly while doing it, 
so much the better.

T he stylish home of interior 
designer Anna Richmond 
and her husband and 
business partner Chris is 
proof that it is possible to 
combine uncluttered, contemporary 
living with the practicalities of family 
life. After setting up Conley & Co in 
2008 (their own design consultancy), 
the couple have used their expertise in 
property development and business 
design to create a lovely home in the 
heart of East Dulwich. 

'We were living in Battersea before 
we had children and friends introduced 
us to this area, which we've grown to 
love/ explains Anna. 'When we found 
this flat, it was a complete wreck with 
an overwhelming smell of damp and it 
needed a lot of work, but we could see 
its potential/ 

Undeterred, the couple set to work 
and within a few months of their 
purchase, they'd moved in and their 
work in progress began. 

'My mother is an interior designer 
and my early memories are of my 
parents renovating houses and it was 
always something I wanted to do,' 
remembers Anna. 'It comes naturally 
to me and often clients who have much 
bigger houses than this one with 
fabulous kitchens and big budgets 
will come to our home and ask for 
a similar look.' 

The couple's home is an effortless mix 
of old and new furniture, interesting 
accessories and artwork from around 
the globe, including a collection of 
Japanese teapots and Danish ceramics, 
and a sleek modern kitchen completing 
their eclectic look.

'I love the simplicity of our kitchen 
which is small, but totally practical,' 
explains Anna. 'The units are made by 
Uber with high quality German fittings 
and the worktop is Hanex, an acrylic 
solid surface that's very similar to 
Corian, but less expensive. And although 
it's white, it's extremely durable, cleans 
very easily and won't fall out of fashion. 

'I'm very aware of new trends that 
come and go, such as bright coloured 
units and metallic wall tiles, but most 
people don't want garish or glitzy 
interiors. What they do want is 
somewhere that's practical to live in 
with an aspirational feel - a home to be 


proud of. One of the biggest problems 
I face with clients is that they see 
beautiful homes in magazines and want 
to copy the exact look, but often those 
homes are just not practical, especially 
for families.

Despite her reluctance to use Farrow 
and Ball grey paint - 'which you can see 
just about everywhere these days' - 
Anna has concluded that it's so popular 
because it works time and time again. 
Her favourite part of the flat is the grey 
panelling in the hallway that she and 
Chris put together themselves. 

'It's inspired by the Soho House Club 
in London, which has a lovely Georgian 
feel with an urban atmosphere. We 
created a similar look in the bathroom 
using bevelled edge retro grey tiles and 
hanging pendant lights over the sink. 

It looks very fresh and didn't cost a 
fortune thanks to careful budgeting on 
things like the tiles. I used Ultra tiles, 
which aren't the most expensive tiles, yet 
they've lasted a long time, have never 
broken and still look incredibly smart.'

The master bedroom continues with 
the neutral colour scheme favoured by 
the couple with splashes of orange and 
blue adding warmth and contrast. A 
mannequin stand, found at North Cross 
Road's farmer's market adds a touch 
of theatricality to the room, and the 
fabulous oversized pendant light 
hanging in the bay window, together 
with a 1950s Italian ceiling light, create 
a chic focal point. 

'The pendant light was one of the 
first things I ever bought when I began 
working in London,' says Anna, 'and a 
friend who collects 1950s lights lent us 
this one. I love it so much I'm hoping 
he's forgotten about it! And the cute 
mirror I use every day I found in the 
North Cross Vintage Store on Felbrigg 
Road in East Dulwich, which is such 
a treasure trove once you start 
rummaging.' 

Anna's two children enjoy spacious 
bedrooms with vintage style bunting and 
brightly coloured stencils on the walls 
and little treasures handed down from 
the couple's own childhood, making 
their rooms colourful, quirky and cosy. 

Outside, the family enjoys a large 
garden where Anna is particularly proud 
of the purpose-built studio where she 
and Chris work. 


'We call it Studio 317 and although 
it's our work place, we've had a few 
parties in there already. It is without a 
doubt the best thing we've done as it's 
given us so much space to work without 
encroaching on our home. It's heated 
and has a WC, wireless network and a 
seeded roof that looks lovely in the 
summer. We looked at renting a work 
space in the area, but this proved much 
more cost effective.' 

It seems that Anna's decision to live 
and work in East Dulwich has been 
a complete success. 

'I wasn't sure when we first moved to 
the area if we would settle,' says Anna, 
'but now I'm here I love it. Lordship 
Lane is always buzzing with people 
coming and going and it's great to 
support local business through the work 
we do.

Just as the temperature starts to rise outside, it’s the perfect 
time to spice up your palate - and London doesn’t disappoint 



S pice. Builder of Empires, 
foundation of a thousand 
fortunes. A few centuries back, 
the spice trade was rather 
more than mere flavour 
provider - it was one of the most 
important industries of them all. 

There is no food culture untouched by 
spice. We may see Indian and the near. 
Middle and Far East as the true centres 
of spice, but even in Britain they're set 
deeply within our food culture. So to list 
all my favourite restaurants using spice 
in London would not only fill this 
month's magazine, but I'd still be 
droning on for years to come. 

The first and foremost are sub¬ 
continental masters, the Indian seers of 
spice. The real thrills are to be found in 
places run by chefs such as Karam Sethi 
(Gymkhana in Mayfair) Atul Kochhar 
(Benares, also in Mayfair), Cyrus 
Todiwala (Cafe Spice Namaste in 
Aldgate), Vineet Bhatia (Rasoi in 
Chelsea), Vivek Singh (The Cinnamon 
Club in Westminster) and Manoj 
Vasaikar (Indian Zing in Hammersmith). 
Here, coriander seeds, turmeric, curry 
leaves, asafoetida and the rest aren't 
thrown together in one dreary, dusty 
wodge, rather exquisitely and lovingly 
blended; a whisper of cardamom, a 
nudge of cumin, the growl of chilli and 
warm gasp of garam masala. 

For an entirely different, but no less 
heady, form of spice, look east to 
Thailand. Real regional Thai food, where 
balance is everything, the sweet, sour, 
salty and hot and disparate flavours 


A whisper of cardamom, 
a nudge of cumin, the 
growl of chilli and warm 
gasp of masala... All 
exquisitely blended 

combine to create one beautifully 
harmonious whole. A new breed of Thai 
stars - like Soho's Jane Tiria, Peckham's 
The Begging Bowl and Brixton's 
KaoSarn - serve up fish gut curries 
fierce with dried chillies, and tom yum 
goong, scented with lemon grass and 
tiny 'scud' peppers. This is spice to make 
the senses sing. 


Mexican food is still massively under 
rated and misunderstood. One taste of 
cochinita pibil, pork slow cooked with 
Seville orange juice, and the marvellous 
spice medley that is annatto paste 
(annatto, cumin and coriander seeds, 
along with cloves and black 
peppercorns) is proof enough that 
Mexicans know their spice every bit as 
well as the Thais and Indians. 

I've barely scratched the surface. In 
fact, rather than apologise about skating 
over North Africa, The Middle East and 
Eastern Europe, China, Malaysia, 
Singapore, Indonesia and Vietnam, I'll 
just carry on next month. That's the 
problem with spice. Too many 
restaurants, too little space.

Will Skidelsky meets Mina Holland, the Brixton 
resident on a mission to eat her way around the globe 


M ina Holland's first book. 
The Edible Atlas , is 
a round-the-world 
gastronomic voyage in 
paper form. In just over 
300 pages, it elegantly circumnavigates 
39 distinct cuisines, from the close-at- 
hand (Normandy, Scandinavia) to the 
exotic ally far-flung (The Levant, 
Guangdong). 

Part cookbook (there are almost 200 
recipes), part travelogue (the author 
draws on her extensive travels) and part 
scholarly enquiry (there are footnotes, 
literary references and interviews with 
experts). The Edible Atlas is a quirky 
delight that has been widely praised since 
its March publication, receiving 
endorsements from the likes of Yotam 
Ottolenghi ('engaging and illuminating'), 
Rachel Khoo and Russell Norman 
('deserves a place on every serious cook's 
bookshelf'.) 

For all her culinary wanderlust. 


however, Mina herself has stayed firmly 
put in one place most of her life: south 
London. She grew up in 'singularly 
unglamorous' West Norwood ('West 
Dulwich's poorer cousin'), attended Jags 
school in Dulwich, and has continued to 
live south of the river as an adult. As a 
child, she says, the eating options weren't 
great: 'It was mainly a question of curries 
or jerk chicken'. 

She developed her love of cooking 
partly because she was a vegetarian 
when younger (though a fish-eating one) 
and so was forced into the kitchen in 
order to eat well at all: 'The options for 
vegetarians weren't great back then and 
from an early age I took an active interest 
in developing alternatives.' 

While at university - she studied 
English at Leeds - she spent a year living 
in San Francisco, an experience she 
holds largely responsible for making her 
want to pursue food professionally. 
'Beforehand, my interest in food was 
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very much in the domestic setting. But 
living in California opened my eyes to 
the possibilities of restaurant culture, 
and how it could affect the way people 
eat at home.' 

The Edible Atlas was born, she says, 
from a sense that there were really only 
two types of recipe books: 'those attached 
to particular restaurants and celebrity 
chefs, which champion their unique 
creations - often a kind of fusion cooking 
- and those that focus exclusively on the

cuisine of a single country'. Mina felt 
there was scope for a book that 
'searched for the pure essences of 
cuisines but didn't stay in just one place. 

I wanted to create a bible of the world 
cuisines that inform how we eat today'. 

The book is certainly impressive in its 
range: Mina has separate chapters on 
four Spanish regional cuisines and five 
Italian ones. Turkey, Israel and Iran each 
get chapters, as do California, Louisiana 
and Jamaica. The essays that form the 
meat of the text are engagingly written 
and interweave information with 
tantalizing autobiographical snippets 
('In Madrid, I was frustrated only by an 
inability to find good hummus and my 
bra size'). 

Each chapter opens with a quote from 
a relevant literary source, ranging from 
Proust and Don Quixote to Linda Grant 
and Jay Rayner. And the recipes - which 
are never less than appetising - are 
underpinned by a sense of flexibility that 
Mina says informs her own culinary 
approach. 'I learned a lot from my 
mother: neither of us have ever followed 
recipes religiously. That's one 
of the things I want readers 
to take from the book: I want 
them to use it as a source of 
inspiration so they can make 
use of whatever they've got 
in the cupboard.' 

So where does Mina do 
her food shopping? 'I love 
Brixton Market but I prefer 
the old market and Market 
Row to the more hipsterish 
Brixton Village. Hotspots 
include the Continental Deli, 


I learned a lot from my 
mother: neither of us have 
ever followed recipes 
religiously.

a Portuguese grocery in the arches 
which takes deliveries of hard-to-find 
seasonal veg from the continent; Cannon 
and Cannon, which specialises in East 
Anglian charcuterie and cheese; Wild 
Caper bakery, which does incredible 
sourdough bread; and Market Row 
Wines. 

'In Peckham, I adore Persepolis, Sally 
Butcher's well-loved Iranian store, which 
stocks an array of staples from sour fruits 
to fermented yoghurt and advieh spice 
mix. And I have to include Beamish and 
McGlue in West Norwood, firstly because 
the name rocks and secondly because it 
demonstrates how much West Norwood 
has changed since I was 
growing up. It was SE27's 
first 'posh' shop but the 
prices are reasonable. My 
parents, who moved to 
Streatham a few years ago, 
still drive back every 
Saturday for bread, free 
range meat and home-made 
marmalade courtesy of Mr 
McGlue's mother in law!'

Village East on Bermondsey Street is 
my new favourite place to hang out. 
Relaxed and ambient, it serves fantastic 
food, knock-out cocktails and has just 
launched wine tasting evenings. 

For £16.50 per person, you can taste 
up to six wines, served up in the cosy 
private dining room, along with 
outstandingly delicious taster dishes 
that complement each wine. I headed 
over to taste biodynamic (ethically and 
sustainably produced) wines from the 
Loire Valley in France, presented by 
Dario Poddana of Les Caves de Pyrene. 

We started with the Vouvray 
Methode Traditionelle, a delicate 
sparkling chenin blanc by Pierre Breton 
accompanied by superb lobster 
croquettes. We then tried the fabulous 
2012 Anjou Blanc, an opulent off-dry 
chenin blanc by Rene Mosse with hints 
of wild honey and fleshy apricots. It's a 
wine I'd have put in the dessert wine 
category, but that shows you how 
much I know - it was perfect with 
poached salmon and creme fraiche. We 
also tried a sancerre rouge with spiced 
octopus soup, and a cabernet Franc 
with smoked duck. It was a decadent, 
informative evening that's a must for 
those eager to discover new wines.

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Sodo Sourdoueh Pizza Cafe 


S odo, which launched its first 

sourdough pizza cafe in Clapton in 
late 2012, recently opened its third 
outlet in Honor Oak, taking over the long- 
empty Old Bank restaurant by the station. 

They haven't got around to putting a 
sign up yet, it still says 'Italian Med 
Restaurant' outside, but the exposed brick 
walls and filament light bulbs you can see 
through the large bare windows are an 
indicator that something much more 
hipster is now going on inside. 

Sodo's aim is 'building pizza from the 
base up, sourcing from the finest local 
suppliers and striving for perfection'. 
Rather than using yeast they use a 
sourdough starter culture, known as the 
'mother', and ferment their pizza dough 
for a minimum of 18 hours. The tomato 
sauce is slow roasted for four hours. All 
this time and effort is clearly going down 
very well - the 70 seat cafe has been 
packed out most nights and they are 
doing a brisk trade in takeaways. 

The menu is refreshingly pared back 
with five mains (four pizzas including a 
daily special and a selection of cured 
meats), four sides and two desserts. There 
are also Borough Wines and a good 
selection of local beers including Kernel 
Pale Ale and Late Knights Red Eye. 

After nibbling beautifully plump olives 
and supping zingy homemade ginger ale 


our pizzas quickly arrive - a Lorena with 
butternut squash, pine nuts and rosemary 
and a classic Margherita. We immediately 
get why it's so popular. It's quite simply 
the best pizza I have eaten for years. 
Deliciously rich tomato sauce, soft light 
dough with a perfectly chargrilled crust, 
and tasty nuggets of butternut squash. 

Everything else is spot on too. From a 
simple enamel bowl of mixed salad leaves 
from Hackney social enterprise Growing 
Communities to an Affogato dessert of 
homemade vanilla ice cream, biscotto and 
espresso. An honourable addition to 'the 
oak' indeed. Nikki Spencer

£ pring has sprung', as my late 
mother used to say, and I am 
sure she would have been 
delighted with the money we have 
raised for Breakthrough Breast Cancer, 
the charity that spends all of its money 
researching the causes of the cancer 
that killed her. We raised £12,500 last 
year and are hoping to exceed that 
figure this year. 

Around 50,000 women a year are 
diagnosed with the disease and it still 
kills around 1,000 women a month. 

My mothers was a strong-minded 
Yorkshire woman who typically didn't 
want to make a fuss or visit a doctor 
regularly, so she suffered in silence. 

It was too late for her but there is no 
reason, if detected early enough, that 
it cannot be treated successfully. 

With the small legacy she left we 
were able to open Give+Take, the shop 
at 3 Lordship Lane, on Valentine's Day 
2011. Since that time we have been 
overwhelmed by the support of the 
local community. We work in 
association with Breakthrough but we 
are not a charity shop, so we do not 
enjoy any of the benefits of charitable 
status and have to pay full market rent, 
rates, VAT etc. As such we rely on our 


customers bringing in lovely things 
for us to sell either on the exchange 
programme or as direct donations. 

If customers want to enter our 
exchange programme we price their 
'pre-loved' items at around 1/3 of their 
original selling price. When they sell, 
we give them 50% of the NET selling 
price as a credit to spend on anything 
in the store. Bearing in mind that all

our stock is priced at 1/3 of the original 
price and most of it has hardly ever or 
never been worn, the credit is worth 
even more than its face value. 

We have many loyal customers who 
build up substantial credit and choose 
to spend it not only on designer fashion 
but also on homewears, like our range 
of True Grace candles. Or maybe treat 


themselves to one of the vibrant colours 
in our Essie nail varnish range. Most 
of our generous clients choose to 
donate items, so we can give 100% 
of the profits raised on their sale to 
Breakthrough - hence the substantial 
amount raised so far! 

Since we opened we have been 
happy to welcome Mary Portas' Living 
& Giving to Lordship Lane, raising 
money for Save The Children, plus the 
beautiful pre-owned jewellery shop 
to add to the collection of interesting 
charity and fashion shops making East 
Dulwich a real destination for 
discerning shoppers.

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The real Olympic legacy 


Richard Russell, Headmaster at Colfe’s in Lee, on how the school’s 
new Tougher Minds programme is gearing pupils up for success 


T he success of the British 

Olympians in London 2012 owed 
as much to mental preparation 
for the games as to physical training. 
Every Olympic success story was as 
much about psychology as it was about 
physical training. Put simply, British 
athletes prepared more effectively for 
success than those whom they defeated. 

In September 2013, a year on from 
the Olympics, Colfe's School introduced 
an academic training regime for GCSE 


pupils that borrows heavily from 
techniques developed in sport - not only 
in athletics but also in professional 
rugby, golf and elsewhere. 

The Tougher Minds approach, as it 
is known, entails a highly proactive 
approach to learning with daily target 
setting and regular reflection on 
progress. The programme - which 
sports the tagline 'Focus more, do more, 
do it better' - has been spearheaded by 
Jon Finn and Professor Jim McKenna

of Leeds Metropolitan University. 

Professor McKenna is even more 
convinced about the potential of the 
programme in schools: 'Many of the 
techniques developed for the Tougher 
Minds programme could be regarded as 
'common sense' for effective learning. 
However they are not common practice; 
and the positive results at Colfe's have 
been achieved by combining this 
approach with our understanding of 
neuroscience and human performance.' 

Tougher Minds has also struck a 
chord with Colfe's parents. More than 
100 Year 10 and 11 Colfe's parents have 
already signed up for the Tougher 
Minds training, giving up evenings to 
follow the same disciplines as their 
children. Many have commented on the 
extent to which it has improved their 
own effectiveness, not only as parents 
but also in their working lives. 

This year and next, our objective is 
to embed the Tougher Minds approach 
at Colfe's in the learning culture of the 
whole school and to involve parents 
even more closely in the academic lives 
of their children.
